Before the meeting it was 
speculated that Dulles would 
stress his contention that the 
forthcoming parley with the 
Communists, set for April 26, 
does not foreshadow formal 
American diplomatic recogni- 
tion or membership in the 
Umited Nations, for the Peiping 
government. The United States 
recognizes Chiang Kai-shek’s Na- 
tionalist Chinese government, 
and it also holds China’s U.N. 
seat. 

The Secretary also was re- 
ported ready -to argue that the 
terms agreed upon were neces- 
sarry in order to cut through 
the deadlocked preliminary 
peace talks at Panmunjom which 
had been stalled since last Dec. 
12 over a name-calling wrangle.

Budget Memorandum Shows Emphasis Is

LONDON, Feb. 22 (AP)— 
Atom bombs are now being de- 
livered to Britain's rapidly ex-

An Air Ministry budget 
memorandum also disclosed that 
British jet fighters are being 
equipped with guided rockets 
to strengthen defenses against 
enemy atom bombers.

important developments in air 
defense since the invention of 
radar.” 

The memorandum, prepared 
for Parliament by Air Minister 
Lord De l’Isle and Dudley, said 
Britain’s air budget for 1954- 
55 calls for increased spending 
on aircraft and armament. It in- 
cludes large deliveries of Swift 
and Hunter jet fighters, the 
first deliveries of top secret 
swept-wing Valiant medium jet 
bombers and allows for the first 
time for some atomic bombs. It 
added: 

“We have made special ar- 
rangements to store the atom 
bombs which are now being de- 
livered to the R.A.F., but I do 
not propose to disclose exactly 
how or where.

BIG THREE CALL ON RUSSIA 
TO EASE ZONE CONTROL OF 
TRAFFIC IN PEOPLE, 6000S 


BONN, Feb. 22 (UP) 
HE United States, Britain 
and France proposed to 
Russia today that controls 
be relaxed on the movement 
of goods and persons between 
the Soviet and Allied-con- 
trolled Areas of Germany. 

The relaxation would be 
effective between the Allied 
and Soviet occupation zones 
and between West Berlin and 
West Germany. Berlin, where 
the western powers control 
the western part of the city, 
is an island inside Soviet- 
held territory. 

The Allied proposal was 
made by the three western 
high commissioners to the 
Soviet control commissioner 
in Berlin. 


CHURCH VOTES 
TO CHALLENGE 
LOYALTY OATH ACT 


LOS ANGELES, Feb. 22 (AP) 
—The First Unitarian Church of 
Los Angeles challenges a state 
law, requiring a loyalty oath of 
nonprofit organizations seeking 
tax exemption, as “a frontal as- 
sault on freedom of religion as 
guaranteed by the First Amend- 
ment.” 

This is the church whose pas- 
tor, the Rev. Stephen H. Fritch- 
man, refused to testify before 
the House Un-American Activi- 
ties Committee on the ground it 
sought “to invade the intimate 
confidence of the confessional.” 
The Rev. Mr. Fritchmann was 
listed by the committee as a 
sponsor of “no less than 22 pro- 
Soviet organizations.” 

His congregation voted yes- 
terday to instruct its trustees to 
decide against signing the loy- 
alty oath. The trustees’ chair- 
man, Attorney Robert Schmor- 
leitz, said the _ secretly-taken 
vote was 206 to 31. He said the 
Rev. Mr. Fritchman did not par- 
ticipate in the discussion before 
the vote. 

Schmorleitz said the church 
will ask for the tax exemption, 
nevertheless, “and let the mat- 
ter of the oath be tested by the 
courts.” He said the church 
stands to lose $7000 if it does 
not get the property tax exemp-

Arguments Tomorrow— 
Witness Thought Pipe- 


line Dispute Was Set- 
‘tled Before Date of 
Alleged Bribe. 


Testimony was completed to- 
day in the trial of three AFL 
business agents charged with 
conspiracy to violate the federal 
anti-racketeering law, and the 
jury was excused until 10 a.m. 
tomorrow *when closing argu- 


ments are scheduled to begin. 

Opposing counsel began a 
discussion of legal motions after 
the jurors had filed out of the 
courtroom, The rest of the 
afternoon will be devoted to 
preparation of arguments and 
instructions. 

Earlier in the day a defense 
witness testified that he be- 
lieved a labor dispute with an 
Oklahoma City contractor was 
Settled at a meeting held one 
week before the company alleg- 
edly became the victim of a 
shakedown. 

Thought All Was Settled. 

William J. Stuhr of Collins- 
ville, district and international 
representative of the AFL Un- 
ion of Operating, Engineers, in 
answer to a question put by 
United States District Judge 
Rubey M. Hulen, said it was his 
“understanding” that all matters 
in dispute had been resolved at 
the meeting, which was held 
Aug. 1, 1950, at a midtown St. 
Louis hotel. 

Government witnesses have 
testified that four days later, 
on Aug. 5, the job of the con- 
tractor, Trojan Construction Co., 
Inc., was shut down following a 
visit by about 15 union laborers 
and teamsters near Rolla, Mo.

200'- South Koreans 
Cleared From Track 
With Rifle Butts—No 
Serious Injuries Re- 
ported. 


SEOUL, Feb. 22 (AP)—Amer- 
‘ican troops, jabbing with bayo- 
nets, chased off without appar- 
ent bloodshed 200 to 300 South 
Koreans who early today tried 
to halt a train carrying home- 
bound Indian soldiers, the Unit- 
ed States Eighth Army said. 

South Korean police said 
three Koreans were slightly 
injured by the American’s rifle 
butts. The Eighth Army, how- 
ever, said it knew of no in- 
juries. 

The Eighth Army said it had 
unconfirmed reports that the 
South Korean provost marshal 
general who last week threat- 
ened the Indians, Lt. Gen. Won 
Yong Duk, was at the scene, 
three miles north of Seoul. 

The Koreans were cleared 
from the tracks after some 
minor jabbing and shoving, and 
the train continued to Inchon 
port without incident, said an 
Eighth Army spokesman. 

However, Kim Chang Heung, 
vice chief of South Keora’s na- 
tional police, said American 
tanks were called to the scene. 
He denounced what he called 
the Eighth Army’s “heavy coun- 
ter-measures” against “a right- 
eous move by indignant men.” 

Cleared in 30 Minutes. 

An American officer said the 
anti-Indian demonstrators were 
cleared in about 30 minutes, 
shortly after midnight. They 
had massed on the railroad em- 
bankment and had lighted fires 
to keep warm. 

The incident was the first 
show of interference which 
South Koreans had threatened 
against the Indians. 

A South ro hoon police offi- 
cial who ae 
reported that 


todial troops last month. The 
demonstrators were not armed, 
the police official said, and saw 
they could do nothing against 
“such an overwhelming force.” 

The Korean official claimed 
more than 1000 Americans were 
protecting the train but the 
Eighth Army spokesman said 
there was not anywhere near 
this number. 


“Give Back Our Comrades.” 


The demonstrators shouted 
such slogans as “Give back our 
comrades.” They referred to 
76 anti-Red prisoners taken to 
India when they asked to be 
sent to a neutral country. 

About 1000 Indian troops still 
in the neutral zone were sched- 
uled to move out soon to board 
the Indian ship Jalburza at In- 
chon for India. 

Last week Gen. Won declared 
no more Indians would leave 
Korea until his country received 
“guarantees” about treatment of 
the 76 anti-Red prisoners who 
went to India, 

Since Won made his threat, 
about 1300“other Indian troops 
have moved to Inchon from Pan- 
munjom without incident. 

Under terms of the armistice 
agreement the work of some 
6000 Indian troops which guard- 
ed unrepatriated prisoners in 
Korea ended officially at mid- 
night Sunday. The five-nation 
Neutral Nations Repatriation 
Commission disbanded at the 
same time.

Soviet diplomat Yuri Rast- 
vorov disappeared from his 
Tokyo headquarters a month 
ago. American sources said he 
defected to the West with Rus- 
sian spy secrets.

Senator Douglas Urges 
President to Support 
$200 Increase in Ex-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22 — 
Senator Paul H. Douglas (Dem.), 
lilinois, today urged President 
Eisenhower to break with tax 
advisers in his own party and 
support Democratic recommen- 
dations for an immediate $200 
increase in individual income 
tax exemptions “to prevent the 
recession from deepening into a 
depression,” 

In a letter to the President, 
Douglas said “the most serious 
eonsideration” should be given 
to a bill introduced Friday by 
Senator Walter F. George 
(Dem.); Georgia, to boost the 
personal exemption from $600 to 
$800. The measure would save 
taxpayers an estimated $4,500,- 
000,000 in the first year of oper- 
ation, George said. 

Douglas predicted the _ in- 
creased exemption would be ap- 
proved by Congress if Eisen- 
hower. supported it. 

“There may be some opposi- 
tion in the ranks of your own 
party,” he wrote the President, 
“but we Democrats, I believe, 
will provide the force you need 
to enact such tax revisions, just 
as we have helped to provide the 
necessary support for the main 
lines of your foreign policies.” 


Assails Administration Bill. 

Douglas, former professor of 
economics at the University of 
Chicago, criticized the Adminis- 
tration tax bill being written by 
the House Ways and Méans 
Committee as ineffective in pre- 
venting a full-scale depression. 

The Administration program 
thus far has stressed greater tax 
relief for corporations, includ- 
ing a controversial proposal to 
end so-called “double taxation” 
of corporate dividends. 

“The idea of giving tax relief 
only to business and investors 
as a stabilizing force is simply 
the old ‘trickle down’ theory of 
*‘What’s good for business is good 
for the country,’ Douglas said. 


Boy After Fal 


per cent of the taxpayers re- 
ceiving dividends (those. with in- 
come over $10,000) get more 
than three-fourths of all taxable 
dividends,” Douglas told the 
President. 
‘Who Will Buy the Goods?’ 
“I know that it has been ar- 
gued that stimulants to business 
and investors are what is needed 
to keep the economy up,” he 
continued. “It is argued that by 
giving such incentives, business 
will expand production and 
hence increase employment. But 
under such a premise, who will 
buy the goods? Only adequate 
monetary purchasing power 
broadly distributed can do this.” 
Although he believes. the 
country is “in a very definite 
recession,” Douglas said, “I still 
do not predict a depression.” 
He said social and economic 
measures enacted under the 
New Deal will serve as “safety 
nets” to prevent a full depres- 
sion. “ 
However, such safeguards as 
social security, minimum wages 
and farm price supports “will 
not stop the economy from get-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22 (AP) 
~~ The Department of Justice 
said today the Government has 
reached a legal roadblock which 
has halted prosecution of six 
men as draft evaders. It also 
said the number is likely to grow 
to 16 and perhaps higher. 

The nub of the problem is the 
Government’s unwillingness to 
Produce in court actual Federal 
Bureau of Investigation files on 


the men because it says the files 
might disclose confidential in- 


formants or investigative tech- 
niques. 


The cases involve conscien- 
tious objectors who have re- 


| fused to-be drafted because of 


their religious belief. They are 
in four states—three in Mon- 
tana, and one each in Virginia, 
Connecticut and Nebraska. 


In each case, U. S. district 
attorneys have attempted to 
prosecute the objectors on 
grounds they haven’t shown 
that military service is actually 
against their religious beliefs. 
The Government, however, has 
halted n in each case 
because the presiding -judges 
have ruled that FBI investiga- 
tive réports on the objectors 
must be shown to the objectors 
to assure a fair trial.

O DECISIONS of the Eisenhower Administration are more in 
N need of understanding than the great strategic decision of 
the “new look” at American defense, The best approach 
to the many problems of the new look is to see how it originated. 
The time was Oct. 13, the place, a meeting of the National 


Security Council. 
Adm. Arthur Radford, had been 


The chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 


invited to the meeting to present 


the results of what is usually regarded as the Joint Chiefs’ new 
look, which was not the real new look at all. 


Three months earlier, on July 
10, the President had instructed 
the new Joint Chiefs to re- 
examine the whole design of 
American defense in expecta- 
tion of a “long period of ter- 
sion” and danger. The chiefs 
had done many weeks of hard 
work. Adm, Radford now gave 
the council the results in the 
form of proposed forces levels 
for the Army, Navy and Air 
Force. Through Radford, the 
chiefs asked for bigger armed 
forces—somewhat bigger than 
we have now and substantially 
bigger than we shall have in 
1955. 

Historic Speech by Radford. 

Big, immediate cuts in the de- 
fense budget were desired by 
most of the men at the council 
table. When the comptroller of 
the Defense Department, W. J. 
McNeill, put an annual price tag 
of 43 billion dollars on the 
forces levels Radford proposed, 
Budget Director Joseph Dodge 
and his allies were vocally horri- 
fied. Radford answered their 


protests with an historic little | 
speech, | 

The divilians, Radford said, | 
had never told the military what | 
sort of war to get ready for— 
whether a conventional big war 
or an atomic big war, an old- 
fashioned small war or an atomic 
small war. After Korea, there 
Was every reason to doubt that 
use of the new weapons would 
ever be permitted in any war; 
yet the new weapons were our 


was n : 

Tell us what kind of war to 
fight, Radford said, in effect 
and then the Joint Chiefs can 
have a real new look and no 
doubt save you some money as 
well. 

New Weapons Approved. 

Not long after the Oct. 13 
meeting,. therefore, the Nation- 
al Security Council directed the 
Joint Chiefs to plan on using 
the new weapons wherever and 
whenever these would be effec- 
tive. The Joint Chiefs then jet- 
tisoned the historic American 
defense concept of balanced 
forces. ‘They substituted the 
new concept of a national de- 
fense entirely built around 
American air-atomic striking 
power. 

This single change, from con- 


ventionally balanced forces to 
forces primarily designed to ex- 
ploit the new weapons, is the 
strategic essence of America’s 


*new look at defense. The change 


required larger investment in 
air power, allowed sharp cuts in 
the Army and Navy, with result- 
ing over-all economy. Over the 
protests of the Army and Navy 
chiefs, Gen, Matthew Ridgway 
and Adm. R. B. Carney, the new 
concept was adopted and the 


budget based on it was ap- 
proved, at a council meeting on 
Dec. 15. 


Evolution in Defense Thinking. 

The decision to make this very 
far-reaching change of concept 
must also be judged against the 
background of the long evolu- 
tion of the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration’s defense thinking. ‘This 
has been complex indeed. Back 
in January 1953 the leaders of 
the new teams had only two 
aims. The first was to end the 
Korean war at all cost. To 
achieve this aim, it can now be 
disclosed, the President was get- 
ting ready, last March, to order 
national mobilization and an un- 
limited effort to win a final 
victory. Then e*me the Chinese 
truce offer (probably stimulated 
by word of the President’s de- 
cision passed on by Pandit 
Nehru). That opened the way 
to the new team’s second aim, 
which was to balance the budget 
at all cost. 


Yet the Soviet air-atomic 
threat was rapidly growing . The 
budget-balancing drive immedi- 
ately raised a very serious ques- 
tion: Which was to have first 
priority, the nation’s military 
security or the nation’s fiscal 
stability? At first, men like 
Secretary of the Treasury Hum- 
phrey and Secretary of Defense 
Wilson tried to pretend the con- 
flict did not exist, with unhappy 
results apparent in last year's 
defense budget. Then the big 
question was squarely tackled 
last spring in an informal de- 
bate of the highest Administra- 
tion policy makers, called to- 
gethe 


r by the President in the/| 


top-floor sun room of the White 
House. 
Operation Sclarium. 

This debate gave birth, by the 
President’s order, to the elabor- 
ate National Security Council 
study known as “Operation So- 
larium.” Solarium went on 
through the summer. The explo- 
sion of the Soviet hydrogen 
bomb in August clinched the de- 
cision. The Solarium findings 
were summed up in a council 
policy paper known as NSC-162, 
approved Oct. 7. NSC-162 de- 
fined the threat to the United 
States as “total,” and gave first 
priority te the nation’s military 
security. 

The new look really began a 
week later, at the council meet- 
ing of Oct. 13, when Adm. Rad- 
ford made his speech, but the 
prelude was the approval of 
NSC-162. Thus the budgetary 
spur may have caused the new 
look——but only after the Admin- 
istration leaders had _ unani- 
mously agreed to give first pri- 


ority to the national security. 
In short, the new approach to 


penny-pinching—it is a- sincere 
attempt to adapt American de- 
fense concepts to the revolution 
in weapons development.

LOUIS POST-DISPATCH Is This the Showdown? 


As President Eisenhower continues his vaca- 
tion in Palm Springs, Calif., today, the country 
is shocked by two of the most irresponsible and 
vicious attacks ever made by members of the 
United States Senate on civilian leaders of the 
Federal Government. 


Senator Langer’s unprecedented act in broad- 


casting scurrilous and utterly unsubstantiated 
imagihings about Chief Justice Warren, has now 
been matched by Senator McCarthy's bitter as- 
sault on the integrity of the Department of the 
Army under the leadership of President Eisen- 
hower’s personal appointee, Secretary Stevens. 

Seemingly separate, these two bitter attacks 
are mapifestations of the same political disease— 
McCarthyism. Both are possible in their pres- 
ent form more than a year after President Eisen- 
hower’s inauguration because the White House 
has never come to grips with the disease, but 
instead has followed a course that has permitted 
it to spread its evil infection from day to day. 

The Wisconsin headline-hunter, whose re-elec- 
tion was supported by Mr. Eisenhower as a can- 
didate, accuses the Republican-administered De- 
partment of the Army of protecting “stupidity 
at best and treason at worst.” Senator Mc- 
Carthy demands that he be allowed further to 
grill Army officers in what he says is his single- 
handed effort to find out “whether the Army 
can enjoy special dictatorial immunity in cover- 
ing up its own wrong doings.” | 

Secretary Stevens, who was a New York tex- 
tile manufacturer before President Eisenhower 
chose him for this key post in our national se- 
curity system has hit back hard at the Mc- 
Carthy attack. Mr. Stevens says he will appear 
at the subcommittee hearing, but that he is 
against exposing loyal professional Army officers 
to any more of McCarthy's “unwarranted abuse.” 

If a memorandum report of the Wisconsin Re- 
publican’s one-man subcommittee hearing last 
week is correct, Secretary Stevens is a thousand 
times justified in prohibiting the further at- 
tendance of Army officers at McCarthy’s inquisi- 
tion. For it is reliably reported that the dema- 
gogic Senator told Brig. Gen. Ralph W. Zwicker, 
World War II combat division officer, that 
he was “a disgrace to the uniform” and “unfit 
to be an officer.” Then McCarthy told Gen. 
Zwicker to his face, according to this informed 
report, that he would put him on “public exhibi- 
tion” as one who shielded “the Communist con- 
spirators.” 

How President Eisenhower, whose name be- 
came a household word around the world as a 
professional soldier, can allow high-ranking 
civilian administrators and Army officers to be 
insulted this way is beyond comprehension. It 
would seem that he would be provoked to in- 
stantaneous defense of those he trusts and equally 
instantaneous denunciation of their traducers. 

Yet in the tace of all this the White House 
itself joins in the continuous buildup of Senator 
McCarthy. G.O.P. National Chairman Hall tells 
the country that McCarthy “is an asset to the 
Republican party” and Mr. Hall holds his post 
at the pleasure of the President. The President 
himself recently installed McCarthy's ax-grinding 
friend, Robert E. Lee, in a seven-year post on 
the highly important Federal Communications 
Commission. 


That is why these outrageous attacks go on. 


That is why the country is ificreasingly confused 
by the conflict between what the Eisenhower 
Administration is supposed to stand for and 


_what it aids and abets. 


Is this the showdown? It ought to be. But 
then there should have been a showdown a year 
ago when McCarthy pulled off his publicity-stunt 
Greek ship deal. There should have been a 
dozen showdowns in the first Eisenhower year. 

Can it be possible that the President. will once 
again be content to say that he will “not engage 
in personalities”? If so he is not in command 
of his own Administration. 
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For Washington’s Birthday 

It might be salutary on Washington’s birthday 
to recall that he had a few doubts about gov- 
ernment by the people. 

“I am sure that the mass of citizens in these 
United States mean well,” he wrote to John Jay, 
“and I am ‘sure that they will always act well 
whenever they obtain a right understanding of 
matters.” But he felt compelled to add that “‘it: 
is not easy to accomplish this, especially as is 
the case invariably when the inventors and 
abettors of pernicious measures are infinitely 
more industrious jn disseminating their poison 
than the well-disposed part of the community to 
furnish the antidote.” 

Even the most casual observer will not ask 
details to establish that the first President’s fear 
stands well warranted by many of the events of 
our time. .To mislead the electorate, some pol- 
iticians have abandoned standards of high rec- 
titude and objectivity. Nor-can we say that all 
such shamelessness is bound to miss its purpose. 
The people can be fooled. 

Washington was tempted to consider the dele- 
gation of a large measure of authority to certain 
wise mén. But where find them?’ And how to 
be sure of them? In the end, sovereignty must 
belong to the people, the people must be free. 

Freedom carries with it an obligation at least 
to try to be wise. Unscrupulous politicians may 
make wild appeals to the emotions, but the only 
answer is Lincoln’s answer—the conviction that 
all of the people cannot be fooled all of the 
time. Democracy has no future unless the peo- 
ple accept the obligation to listen and to weigh 
—and then to speak out with courage. 
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Are We Going to Get Quoddy? 


Maybe Franklin D,. Roosevelt was right after. 


all when he said: “We are going to have Quod- 
dy.” When he said that — back in 1936 — it 
sounded only like a proud man’s refusal to ac- 
knowledge defeat. Both the House and the Sen- 
ate Appropriations Committee already had 
turned their thumbs down—and decisively—on 
funds for the completion of the scheme to turn 
the great tides of the Bay of*Fundy into elec- 
tricity. Senator Vandenberg had won his fight 
when he showed that a_$16,000,000 steam plant 
could produce as much power as the $42,000,000- 
plus Passamaquoddy project.

Attracting People, Not Cars 

Alderman Everett J. Taylor and thembers of 
his traffic committee have exercised sound judg- 
ment in theit Giutious handling of the bill to 
permit relaxation of the no-parking restrictions 
in downtown: St. Louis. 

The ‘measure is aggressively supported by a 
group of downtown merchants who charge that 
the parking restrictions have hurt business, and 
this has built up pressure of a sort on Mr. Tay- 
lor and his colleagues. Happily, however, the 
committee has not caved in; instead, it is weigh- 
ing and sifting the evidence. 

So far, at least, there has been no real show- 
ing that the downtown parking bar has hurt 
business. Even so, the merchants ought not to be 
ignored. What they are after, obviously, is to 
stimulate business by attracting more people 
into the downtown district. We repeat; people, 
not automobiles. There already are far too many 
vehicles downtown, Besides, automobiles do not 
buy goods. ' ’ 

The problem, then, is not only a matter of 
parking. In part, it is how to attract people 
downtown without their automobiles, and one 
answer is good public transportation. 
like Public Service Co.’s perimeter parking 
plans are steps in the right direction, 

But a bus is not the only device for transport- 
ing large groups of people. The train is another, 
and it is faster. Tracks radiate in all directions 
from downtown St. Louis, and in this respect the 
city is perhaps unique. Would commuter and 
shopping service by rail be economically fea- 
sible if modern equipment, perimeter parking, 
the Eighth-Olive underground terminal and the 
will to Succeed were brought together? 

A four-car train made up of the new self-pro- 
pelled diesel cars might well suffice to start 
commuter service. The same train crew then 
could be employed in off-peak hours to operate 
one or two cars during the day for shoppers. 
This could mean 30-minute service or better be- 
tween downtown and Lindbergh boulevard, 

Dreams? Perhaps. But service of this-type and 
quality is available in other metropolitan areas. 
The question is whether it is economically possi- 
ble to establish it here. St. Louis will never 
know unless somebody is interested enough 
to find out. That should be a job for the rail- 
roads, but it also ought to interest both the alder- 
men and the merchants. 
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Statehood and a Giveaway 

It would be deplorable indeed if statehood for 
Alaska were allowed to be complicated by a 
grab at Navy oil reserves there. Yet that is 
what the Senate Interior Committee is said to 
be contemplating. The opening of the 49,000.-

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George for a Tax Cut 

The congressional movement for additional in- 
come tax cuts through an increase in personal 
exemptions has enlisted a powerful adherent in 
Senator George of Georgia. 

Senator George, it need hardly be said, is no 
long-haired radical, no irresponsible partisan, no 
prophet of gloom. He is one of the leading fiscal 
conservatives of the Senate, a man who believes 
in balancing the budget as devoutly as anybody 
else. When he declares that at this moment bal- 
ancing the budget is less important than fighting 
unemployment, his words carry a great deal of 
weight in Washington and out. 

Two things can be said about the tax bill 
which the Senator has introduced, to increase 
the personal income tax exemption from $600 
to $800 this year, and to $1000 next year. 

First, if personal income taxes are to be cut, 
this is the way to cut them. Raising the personal 
tax exemption ig equivalent to lifting the tax 
burden from the bottom of the income scale up 
—and since the purpose of a tax cut at this time 
would be to stimulate consumer purchasing 
power, this method of relief would produce the 
maximum effect. 

Secondly, a decision on the basic question of 
individual income tax cuts now ought to be gov- 
erned primarily by the economic state of the 
union. If during the next few weeks the down- 
turn in business and employment fails to cor- 
rect itself, dhen the George proposal ought to 
receive serious consideration. 

President Eisenhower himself has said that if 
employment fails to pick up by March the Gov- 
ernment will act vigorously, and that tax relief 
for consumers is one of the first measures it 
will consider, 

Senator George appears to have made up his 
mind already that tax relief is necessary to pre- 
vent the economy, in his words, from “falling 
on its face.” Others will disagree with him now, 
but they could change their minds in the light of 
the facts a month or two months from now. 

On one proposition nearly everybody should 
be able to agree—that arresting a serious eco- 
nomic slump is far more important than trying 
to balance the budget. If we get a serious slump, 
the budget will be unbalancable in any event. It 
is far better to act vigorously to prevent the 
slump—and to act in time.

French representatives at the Berlin 
conference were reported to have made 
a determined bid for United States ap- 
proval of negotiations with Communist 
China for peace in Indochina. The com- 
plicated maneuver stands as a symbol 
of the eight-year-old war that more and 
more French are calling la guerre pour- 
rie—freely translated as ‘the mixed-up 
war.” “ 

The report came as the fighting for 
Luang Prabang approached a climax. 
Loss of the Laotian. 
royal capital by the 
French and native 
forces would not 
necessarily mean 
the loss of all of ~ 
Laos to the Com- 
munist Viet Minh. 
But if the Red 
forces of Ho Chi- 
minh should win 
control of Laos, 
they would com- 
mand a good two- 
thirds of Indochina, 
for they now domi- 
nate more than half 
of Viet Nam. Of the 
Indochinese Associated States only 
Cambodia appears as yet unthreatened 
by the Reds. 

The end of the shooting in Korea 
freed French veterans there to fight in 
Indochina. At the same time Chinese 
Communist arms aid to the Viet Minh 
was at least doubled. Conservative esti- 
mates place the rate of Red de- 
liveries at about 1 tons a month. 

A communique issued after a confer- 
ence between President Eisenhower and 
Rene Mayer, then Premier of France, 
on March 28, 1953, labeled the Indo- 
chinese and Korean wars “parts pf the 
same pattern” and said the wars could 
not be won “without full recognition of 
their interdependence.” 

But there are important differences 
between the wars. The Korean conflict 
was directly caused by Red aggression: 
the fighting lasted three years and 32

days. The heavy fighting in Indochina 
broke out in mid-December 1946, after 
long deterioration of the armistice 
agreement of March 6 of that year be- 
tween Ho and the French. 

As of Jan. 4 last, the war in Indo- 
china had cost France 15,681 of its own 
troops, killed or missing, as well as 
21,589 loyal Indochinese, 10.118 Afri- 
cans, 6907 Foreign Legionnaires. The 
United States killed or missing in Ko- 
rea totaled almost 30,000. 

The fighting in Korea, up to the lim- 
its of its terrain, was a war of massed 
forces heavily supported by artillery; it 
was an air, land, and sea war. The 
guerrilla fight in Indochina has been 
called by Hanson Baldwin of The New 
York Times a “confused military-politi- 
cal war,” a “struggle of attrition,” with 
no solution in sight. The French com- 
pletely control the air; the Viet Minh 
have anti-aircraft guns but no planes. 

The French continue to train native 
troopsin Indochina, but less effectively 
than the United States command trained 
and equipped 16 divisions of South Ko- 
reans. This is in part due to native 
resistance to French “colonialism.” 
Recently elements of the First Viet Na- 
mese Division defected, turning against 
Emperor Bao Dai and the French. 

The French view the Indochinese war 
as a civil war,.and thus have not taken 
it before the U.N. But just such a 
course is advocated by retired United 
States Admiral Zacharias: 

“We must pgopose to the U.N. imme- 
diately that Nadechina is a threat to 
world peace; that the U.N. on the basis 
of full and immediate independence. for 
Indochina be allowed to take over the 
country as a frusteeship until the peo- 
ples of Indochina can be set up; that 
... the present fighting be stopped and 
an election be conducted by the U.N.; 
that a plain declaration be. made that 
failure to adhere to such peaceful moves 
will result in the U.N. using everything 
at its disposal to convince any dissenter 
that this is the only profitable course 
of action to pursue.”

We are frank to say that we are 
shocked at the new rule of the General 
Electric Co. suspending any employe 
invoking the Fifth Amendment when 
being questioned by a governmental 
investigating: agency. , 

In effect, G.E. has proclaimed that 
the protection against self-incrimina- 
tion has been repealed as far as the 
company is concerned, and that invok- 
ing it by a G.E. employe is equivalent 
to an admission of guilt. 

No penalty is being legally enforced 
against the invoker of his constitutiona] 
rights except that he is losing his job. 
Outside of that, he is perfectly free. 


This is an important exception; tak- 
ing away a man’s livelihood is one of 
the notorious punitive methods of to- 
talitarian regimes. The revocation of a 
vital right by private action not only 
has an evil look in this instance, but 
it has even more sinister implications. 
If a man can be disciplined for invok- 
ing one constitutional right, why not for 
invoking others? If appealing to the 
Fifth Amendment brings discharge, why 
cannot an appeal to the First Amend- 
ment, guaranteeing free speech, incur 
the same penalty? . 

Why cannot’mentioning the Consti- 
tution at all be specified as grounds for 
dismissal? What is the new American- 
ism, when invoking the document on

the recent hearings in Boston the Sena- 
tor at one point stopped browbeating 
witnesses long enough to make a few 
incidental accusations against the Gen- 
eral Electric Co. for its carelessness in 
hiring Communists. These charges 
seem to have frightened the company 
into protecting itself by the new rule. 


The action follows. a_ considerably 
more flagrant instance of cold-footed- 
ness on the part of American compa- 
nies, After Mr. Truman’s broadcast of 
Nov. 16, Senator McCarthy demanded 
the same amount of radio time from 
the radio networks to answer the for- 
mer President. If Mr. Brownell had 
made the demand, there would have 
been some justification for it, as he 
was the target for Mr. Truman's talk. 


To-McCarthy, it was just the kind of 
charice he was looking for. And through 
fear of McCarthy’s power, his long mem- 
ory and vengefulness, the networks 
knuckled under and presented McCar- 
thy with hundreds of thousands of do}- 
lars worth of radio time, and much 
priceless advertising, given for free. 

To return to the Fifth Amendment, 
we dislike to see it being repealed by 
means not provided by the Constitution 
itself. The framers of the Constitution 
were, of course; old-fashioned.

Alcohol and Learning 


DRINKING IN COLLEGE, by Robert Straus and 
elden D. Bacon. (Yale University Press, 221! 
Pqs., 

For three years the Yale Center of. 
Alcohol Studies has been collecting in- 
formation on the customs and attitudes 
toward alcohol of men and women in 
American universities and colleges. This 
has been a part of a larger study of 
problems connected with alcohol in 
American society made by a staff repre- 
senting medicine, psychiatry, statistics, 
psychology, law, education, religion and 
sociology. The present volume is a re- 
port of the findings from information 
provided to the Yale Center by 16,000 
men and women students in 27 care- 
fully selected colleges. 


One learns from the study that the 
pattern of drinking in college is like 
that of the country in general with the 
exception that the alcoholic is a rarity. 
The reason for this exception is the 
relatively long period required for the 
development of an alcoholic personality 
structure. Seventy-four per.cent of the 
students covered by the study reported 
drinking to some extent. Twenty-six 
per cent reported that they have always 
abstained. The average quantity of 
alcoholic beverages consumed at a sit- 
ting showed rather. wide variation. de- 
pending upon the type of beverage and 
the sex of the drinker. Both men and 
women consumed more alcohol at a 
sitting when drinking spirits than when 
drinking beer or wine, but it seems 
from the statistics that the drinking of 
spirits is definitely on the. decline in 
America, while the drinking of wine 
and of beer in particular is on the in- 
crease. (The per capita consumption 
of spirits by those 15 and over has 
dropped from 4.17 gallons in 1850 to 
1.72 in 1950, while for beer in the same 
period it rose from 2.70 gallons to 23.21, 
and for wine from 0.46 to 1.27.) 


The survey reveals that four fifths of 
the men and two thirds of the women 
who drink began doing so before enter- 
ing college. The clear indication is that 
the parental example is the large factor 
in the determination of whether the stu- 
dents drink or not. Forty-six per cent 
of the students whose parents are ab- 
stainers do not drink, while 89 per cent 
of the students whose parents both 
drink are themselves drinkers. 


The book covers the students’ atti- 
tude towards drinking, beliefs about 
drinking and sexual behavior, and the 
potential problem drinker, but this re- 
viewer found the chapters on contro- 
versies and customs relating to drinking 
‘in American society in general of the 
greatest isterest. 


The strengths: and the weaknesses of 
any statistical study in the field of hu- 
man behavior are to be found in this 
book. Nevertheless, it makes an im- 
portant contribution to the understand- 
ing of a significant aspect of American 
life.

While the Aandahl plans 
would guarantee a_ certain 
amount of power to co-opera- 
tives, it would break the pref- 
erence precedent to co-ops and 
municipalities as it has operated 
hitherto, and open the way to 
break down that policy all over 
the country. 

That is what the private util- 
ities have been seeking in a 
campaign in which they have 
spent great sums of money for 
propaganda. Mr. Aandahl has 
called a state-wide meeting of 
Georgia rural electric co-opera- 
tives in Atlanta for March 1 to 
consider the proposals which 
the co-ops are protesting bitter- 
ly through their counsel, former 
Gov. Ellis Arnall. 

The Aandahl scheme is noth- 
ing but an outright gift, which 
can be understood better if you 
know the history of Clark Hill, 
which this reporter has followed 
from its inception. 


Yankee Meddlers Stopped. 


. Several years ago the Georgia 
Power Co. declined to construct 
the Clark Hill project through 
the late Preston S. Arkwright, 
its president, in a letter now on 
record there. Instead, he sug- 
gested that the Government 
build it.

Union but that it needs also 
large conventional forces. 

They are worried about the 
decision to reduce the conven- 
tional forces. They have a rather 
strong debating point provided 
for them by Secretary Dulles 
who has given the impression 
that while much military power 
will be acquired by the new 
policy, none will have to be 
given up. This is not true.

Basis for a Conee-Fise. 


The anwser to the critics of 
the second school can be made 
only when the Administration 
stops pretending that it can 
produce military victories with- 
out fighting, and that it can 
control great areas on the 
ground without putting men on 
the ground, 


Then, having recognized that 
the problem of Indochina can- 
not be solved by a military de- 
cision, we should recognize the 
political consequences, We 
should take the strongest posi- 
tion that is available to us on 
which and.from which to ne- 
gotiate a cease-fire. 


What could that be? As some- 
thing to talk about, I should 
venture to suggest that it might 
be worked out on these lines: 

Acting with the British in 
support of the French, we might 
address the Viet Minh directly, 
though the Soviet Wnion and 
Red China should be informed.. 


We might tell the Viet Minh 
that while the French authority 
is to be withdrawn, this will not 
be done under military pressure 
and it will not be carried out 
until. a _ political solution is 
agreed to. 


Under U.N. Protection. 


What could be the principles 
of a political solution? It is 
clear, I think, that, on the other 
side, the irreducible minimum 
terms of peace are that the 
French authority should be with- 
drawn. On the Western side, the 
irreducible minimum is that 
Indochina should not become a 
satellite of Red China. 

The hard and crucial fact is 
that an Indochina from which 
the French were withdrawn 
would not and could not now 
be an independent state. . It will 
long be such a weak and divided 
assortment of peoples that it 
would be bound to fall soon 
under a dictatorship supported 
by the. nearest great power, 
which would be Red China.

Flat Feet Facts

RE you flat-footed? A simple way to find out is to 
A sane barefooted on a hard dirty floor. Without 

scrapifig your feet around on the floor, sif*down and - 
look at your soles. It the dirt is just on the toes, ball of 
the foot and heel with a thick line along the outer edge of 
the foot, you are not flat-footed. | 

A really flat foot is longer on the inner side from the 
heel to the big toe than along the outer border. This 
inner side of the foot touches ground when' thé foot is flat. 
It will be dirty in the above test. Normal feet have a 
lengthwise arch along the inner border.

FLAT FEET AREN’T really as common as you've heard. 
Mothers sometimes excitedly think a baby’s foot is flat 
because it shows no arch. They don’t know that a normal 
fat pad under the arch covers it up in baby, just as the 
tot has fat pads in his cheeks. 

Modern orthopedic doctors know that normal feet can 
have a low arch. This used to be mistakenly thought a 
broken-down arch. 

Foot exercises can strengthen your arch if it has not 
become completely flattened. One of the best exercises is 
rising on the toes with the feet pointed slightly inward 
and then rolling back on the Outer border of the feet. Re- 
peat this again and again, morning and night. You must 
toe-in your feet during this exercise for best results.

ARCHES BREAK DOWN less readily if you walk with 
your feet pointed straight ahead or slightly toed-in. 

Arch supports help the more severe and chronic flat 
foot. _Each support should be fitted individually, The 
severe arthritic flat foot requires metal supports. Earlier 
arch weakness does better with flexible leather supports 
or wedges. 

_. If your feet are flattening, it will help if you can 
change to ‘an occupation that doesn’t require you to stand 

Adult flat foot may begin in middle age as your body 
weight increases and your feet become flabby from lack 
of exercise, Local changes in the bony joints can be asso- 
efated with adult flat foot, especially in the earlier stages.

His thin 
old arms were cut where he had 
tried to defend himself. His 
face was twisted with fright and 
his body was pinned deliber- 
ately to earth by the prongs of 
a hayfork. 

It looked like the kind of kill- 
ing the Druids might have done 
in ghastly ceremony at full 
moon. A young woman had 
found the body at early dusk, 
and before darkness officers of 
Warwickshire Constabulary were 
already taking photographs. 


By midnight Prof. J. Webster — 


of the West Midland Science 
Laboratory was examining the 
corpse by the glare of his torch. 

In Lower Quinton Village, as 
our police car halted by the 
churchyard, it was not - yet 


-dawn. The headlamps lit up the

“They're waking up,” said 
Supt. Spooner. 

“And eating breakfast,” added 
my assistant, Sgt. Albert Webb 
enviously.

Greenwich Village, Past and Present 
Many Famed Writers Lived There; Night Life Is Fading but Art and Little Theater Flourish 


By Malcolm Johnson 


This, the second of two articles 
Village, describes 

and dis- 
closes some of the inside stories 
of its great men and women and 
how the “Village” figured in 
their lives and careefs. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 22 (INS). 


~IR PETER WARREN, swash- 
buckling young British sea 
captain, is credited by legend 
with having named Greenwich 
Village—the lower Manhattan 
area famous for its art, literature 
and one-time “Bohemianism.” 

As every. school child knows, 
the Dute 
from the Indians, and the Brit- 
ish wrested it from the Dutch. 
Capt. Warren, commander of a 
squadron of English sailing ships, 
made a fortune for the British 
crown and himself by seizing 
Spanish galleons bound from the 
New World. 

He bought a fertile tract of 
land west of Minetta brook—still 
flowing under Village bistros— 
and in 1740 built a palatial home 
on the site now bounded by 
Charles, Perry, Bleecker and 
West Fourth streets, in the heart 
of Greenwich Village. 

Sir Peter is said to have named 
the village Greenwich, after the 
English seafaring town, the point 
from which they still measure 
time and distance. The Warren 
estate set a fashion and other 
early New York families discov- 
ered the Village as a summer 
resort, a pleasant two-mile drive 
from “town,” now New York's 
towering financial district. 

A Village mansion known as 
Richmond Hill served successive- 
ly as Gen. George Washington's 
military headquarters in 1776; as 
the home of United States Vice 
President John Adams, and‘ of 
the traitor Aaron Burr. Burr 
fled from Richmond Hill after 
his duel in 1804 with Alexander 
Hamilton, who, mortally wound- 
ed, died in the Village at’ the 
home of his friend, William 
Bayard. 

That was Greenwich Village 
in its earliest days. Its great 
literary history dates back to 
Tom Paine, “father of the Amer- 
ican Revolution,” who lived in a 
rooming house in what now is 
Bleecker street, then moved to a 
house at 59 Grove street, where 
he died in 1809. As a fiery pam- 
phleteer, Paine had sparked the 
colonies to revolt against Eng- 


land and had won Washington to~ 


the cause. He was the author 
of “The Crisis,” “The Age of 
Reason,” “Common Sense” and 
of the challenging, immortal 
line: “These are times that try 
men’s souls” —applicable then 
and now. 

The Village house in which 
Edgar Allan Poe lived in 1845-46 
when “The Raven,” the B en 
that made him famous 
overnight, was published, is now 
the address of a popular night 
club, Bill Bertolotti’s, at 15 West 
Third street. With his child 
bride, Poe came to New York 
from Philadelphia in 1837, and 
lived at various addresses in the 
Village, where he wrote “The 
Fall of the House .of Usher,” his 
farmed “Trip to the Moon” hoax 
for the old New York Sun, “The 
Gold Bug” and “Murders in the 
Rue Morgue’”—which set the 
pattern for the modern mystery 
story 

The Village also was the home 
of many famous editors and re- 
porters including, among the lat- 
ter, the romantic Richard Hard- 
ing Davis. He wrote his cele- 
brated “Van Bibber” stories 
while living there after the late 
Arthur Brisbane, then editor 
of the Sun, gave him his first 
job in 1889. 

Nathanie] Currier, founder of 
the noted firm of printmakers, 
Currier & Ives, lived for 17 
*years in MacDougal street. Bret 
Harte, who went west to win 
fame for such stories as “The 
Luck of Roaring Camp,” spent 
his boyhood in the Village. 

Winslow Homer, great painter 
of the sea, who made “spot 
news” drawings of Lincoln's in- 
auguration and the Civil War 
battlefield, had a village studio 
for 24 years. 

James Fenimore Cooper wrote 
his greatest frontiersman novels, 
such as “The Last of the Mo- 
hicans,” “The Pioneer” and 
“The Spy” while living in the 
village. . 

Beloved Mark Twain made his 
home for four years, beginning 
in 1904,,in the Village area at 
Fifth avenue and Tenth street, 
aftér several years at another 
Village address. 

There Twain chain-smoked his 
cheap stogies, wrote in bed in 
the mornings, played billiards in 
the afternoon and dictated his 
memoirs to Albert Bigelow 
Paine. 

The old Twain mansion is now 
about to be razed to make way 
for a modern apartment build- 
ing, to the anguish of Village 
citizens who sought in vain to 
preserve it as a museum.

Some of the brightest stars 
in the entertainment world to- 
day once were obscure per- 
formers in smoky basement 
night clubs in the Village. In 
the spacious, mirrored Green- 
wich Village Inn at Sheridan 
square a young comedian, Billy 
DeWolfe, some 15 years ago per- 
fected song and dance routines 
and hilarious satirical sketches 
that propelled him to swank 
“uptown” night clubs, Hollywood 
films and the Broadway stage 

DeWolfe currently is co-starred 
in the hit Broadway revue, “Al- 
manac.” When he was at the 
Village Inn, a pretty young 
blonde dancer, the kid sister of 
“stripper” Gypsy Rose Lee, had 
a small “spot” in the floor show. 
You know her as June Havoc, 
n6w a versatile actress of stage, 
films and television. 

* * * 

IKE many other famous night 
L_ spots, the Greenwich Village 

Inn is but a memory now. 
The amiable Jim Riley, who 
operated it for many years, is 
now running a cafeteria in Man- 
hattan’s financial district. 

An exception Is the Village 
Vanguard, a cellar place that 
first offered as entertainment 
“readings” by Bohemian poets 
such as the late Maxwell Boden- 
heim, the alcoholic derelict mur- 
dered two weeks ago. The Van- 
guard became a commercial suc- 
cess by developing new and -un- 
usual talent which attracted sol- 
vent “uptown” trade. 

The Vanguard introduced the 
Revuers, a talented young four- 
some, in original songs and 
sketches. One member of the 
group was Judy Holliday, who 
went on to win the coveted “Os- 
car” as a movie star. 

The Vanguard also served as 
a showcase for ballad singer 
Burl Ives, Calypso singers, folk 
singer Richard Dwyer-Bennet, 
Josh White, and that dead-pan 
milquetoast of comedians; Wally 
Cox, now Mr. Peepers of tele- 
vision. 

Max Gordon, who runs the 
Vanguard, has a sentimental re- 
gard for village writers and ar- 


tists of the Bohemian days. He 
remained loyal to Bodenheim 
even after the poet had hit 
“skid-row,” and _ repeatedly 
staked him te small sums, It 
was, Gordon remarked sadly, for 
pe Bodenheim might have 
een. 


At a place called the Nut 
Club, a young comedy dance 
team, Paul and Grace Hartman, 
worked for coffee and cakes. 
They too went to stardom on 
the musical stage and in films. 
Today as a “single,” Paul has 
become a successful comedy 
actor, currently starred in 
television. 


The still flourishing El Chico, 
colorful Spanish night club 
owned by Benito Collada, who 
has lived in the village since 
1918, has introduced many out- 
standing Latin stars, including 
Senior Wences, the ventrilo- 
quist, whose act now is known 
around the world. 


Grace Moore, the late opera 
star, supposedly was “‘discover- 
ed” as an entertainer at the 
Pepper Pot, a Village showplace 
for more than 25 years—now 
gone. Norma Shearer was a 
hatcheck girl there. 


Actress Betty Compton lived 
in a skylight studio above the 
Pepper Pot when she was being 
courted by New York’s dapper 
playboy Mayor Jimmy Walker, a 
Villager. Down the block from 
the Pepper Pot, at 132 West 
Fourth street, the mer¢urial John 
Barrymore in 1917 sought refuge 
from the public acclaiming him 
in “Peter Ibbetson.” The Great 
Profile made his “hide-away” 
into a show-place of Oriental 
splendor. On the roof he con- 
structed an elaborate garden, to 
which 35 tons of soil were 
hoisted by block and tackle. 

“Typical” Village night life 
today is almost as dead as the 
Bohemian-prohibition period 
that spawned it. With a few 
notable exceptions, such as El 
Chico, first class night clubs are 
rapidly disappearing, the victims 
of changing times, high taxes 
and higher operating. costs.

That's a story in itself. The 
late Eugene O'Neill’s great plays 
were first produced at the Prov- 
incetown Playhouse, an experi- 
mental theater in MacDougal 
street, still flaming brightly. 
Ann Harding, Bette Davis and 
Miriam Hopkins are among the 
actresses who got their start in 
New York there., 

The Village’s Cherry Lane 
Theater, still going strong, was 
founded by Edna St. Vincent Mil- 
lay, who aspired to be an actress 
but won fame as a Pulitzer prize- 
winning poet. 

And the famed Theater Guild, 
now Broadway's most illustrious 

ucer, its birth in a Vil- 
lage bookshop, growing out of 
the organization in 1915 of the 
Washington Square Players. 

The Village today abounds in 
earnest, talented little theater 
and musical groups. Some of

their offerings often win Broad- 
way critical attention and Broad- 
way production. They include 
the Circle in the Square, Theatre 
de Lys, Originals Only, Green- 
wich Muse Theater, Lemonade 
Opera Company and Amato Op- 
era Company. 

Miss Rosina Florio, registrar 
of the Art Students League, says 
that of the league’s 4000 students 
and faculty members, 2000 still 
live in the Village as “practicing 
artists.” 


They include, she said, such 
representative aritists as Julian 
Levy, Louis Bouche, Harry 
Sternberg, Morris Kantor, Jean 
Liberte, Reginald MarsH and 
Ethel] Katz. Among the “classi- 
cists” are Guy Pene Dubois, 
Gustave Cimiotti and Everett 
Schinn. Others include Hans 
Hoffman, Ad Reinhardt, Jack 
Levine, Walter Pasch and Ed- 
ward Hopper. 

Writers among present day 
residents are E. E. Cummings, 
living in tree-lined Patchin 
place, where John Masefield, 
now England’s poet laureate, 
once lived; Morris. Ernst, 
lawyer-author, and = playwright 
Robert Anderson, author of the 
current Broadway success, “Tea 
and Sympathy.”

South’s leap to the diamond 
slam—on top of his questionable 
original two-bid—was a case of 
unbridled optimism, but let that 
pass sO we can get to the play. 
In that department South did 
very well indeed! 

West opened the king of hearts 
—and South played low without 
even the suspicion of a hesita- 
tion. Quite naturally, West fol- 
lowed up with the queen of 
hearts. Needless to say, South 
took this trick, and he then 
cashed the seven trumps, dis- 
carding two spades, one heart 
and three clubs from dummy. 

When the last trump was led, 
East was caught in a squeeze. 
At this point declarer’s holding 
was the A-J of spades, a low 
heart and the club ten, while 
dummy had a spade and the A- 
K-9 of clubs. East saw that he 
would have to guard his club 
queen; so, hoping that his part- 
ner had the jack of spades, he 
correctly blanked his spade 
king. Thereupon South laid 
down the spade ace and when 
the king fell, cashed the spade 
jack. Dummy’s two club tricks 
rounded out the slam contract. 

If South had thought a long 
time about his first play, West 
might have realized that a heart 
continuation would be almost the 
worst play he could make, ad- 
justing the timing so that de- 
clarer could execute a squeeze. 
An immediate shift by West to 
clubs would have killed South's 
chance, and that shift was. not 
too difficult, considering that 
South scarcely would have 
jumped to six diamonds if void 
of his partner’s suit.
